Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Mr. Paradiso discussed the rejections of record with respect to each of the references GB 953,997 and US 4,375,477. 
With regards to GB'997, Mr. Paradiso indicated that the reference does not anticipate the instant claims because 
according to the disclosure of the reference the beta-alanine compounds are 'effective against vasomotor or general 
cutaneous incidents which are attributed to an excess of histaminemia' and therefore, the reference teachings of the 
activity related to vasomotor is with respect to the reactions of the allergic type. Regarding Bey (US'477), Mr. Paradiso 
directed attention that the reference disclosed compounds according to formula I in col. 2 are different from the claimed 
compounds, i.e., the reference compounds require that Y is FCH2 or F2CH and the instantly claimed compounds do 
not have these substituent options on the two carbon spacer unit. Further, Mr. Paradiso indicated that the reference 
teachings include test data based on a trifluoromethyl (CF3) substituted-beta-alanine compounds (in Example 13, 
compound E) and the reference discloses that the compound was 'inactive'. Examiner advised that appropriate 
explanation and details filed in an official response would be considered upon receipt. 
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
